Area Es is a complex of buildings, a portion of which are 
fenced in and separate from the rest of the complex, but still a 
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part it. One building is for research and testing? another is 
•for personnel i. The following data involves only buildings 
within the fencing. One building is dedicated to paperwork and 
has the feel of "money" about it. Another building is for 
storage and has area inside which is extremely cold. A worker is 
working outside one building, carrying goods from one place to 
another. These goods are pallets of powdery material which is 

somehow related to an O.D. colored missile., part of Area
